3. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-8, 10, 11, and 14-28 are allowed. 

4. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
29-33 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 29-33 
have been cancelled. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1, 23, and 24 have been indicated allowable because the prior art of 

record fails to disclose either singly or in combination the claimed device of a planar 
sheet that conforms to the skin's surface that has at least three electrodes that are 
independently addressable to deliver a chemical to a target tissue via 
electromanipulation.
